SULTAN ACTS PROMPTLY. 


Order* Dlvlnlon of Troop* to Scone of Re- 


cent Albanian Outbreak*. 


PARIS, April 2.—The French foreign 


office has been officially advised that the 
Sultan of Turkey has ordered a division 
of troops to the scene of the recent out- 
breaks of Albanians. 


Official advices also confirm 
the 
re- 


ports Of the wounding of the Russian 
consul at Mitrovitza during the unsuc- 
cessful attack which the Albanians made 
on that town. The attaching party num- 
bered 2,000 men, representing the element 
opposing the plan of reforms which the 
powers jointly formulated and which Tur- 
kfiy accepted. 
The officials here consid- 


ered that the Albanians opposition to the 
reforms create a serious complication 
and they accept the sultan's action in de- 
spatching large reinforcements-to Alba- 
nia as evidence of the Turkish govern- 
ment's determination to carry out the re- 
form project. 


Another official 
dispatch 
announces 


that Russia has given Bulgaria a definite 
and emphatic notification that in ease 
the resistance of the Bulgarian settlers 
in Turkey to the sultin's reforms brings 
on a Turkish-Bulgarian conflict Bulgaria 
must not count on any mpport, moral or 
material, from Russia, This is considered 
further evidence of the purpose of the 
powers not to interfere with the »ultan's 
pkna *o long At he it carrying out iu 
good faith ths power. proj«ot for r«- 
iortns.

for transmission. The Jirst came from 
Chicago, and is addressed to the super- 
intendent .of a gold mine about eight 
miles from Nome, and within a half mile 
of a telephone station. The lines from 
Seattle to Vancouver is controlled by 
the Western Union and Postal compan- 
ies from Vancouver to Ashcroft by the 
Canadian Pacific, .from Aflhcroft to Eagle 
via Dawson by the 
Canadian govern- 


ment. There is at present a telegraph 
line betyeen Valdc? ami Eagle.

Da'tr.o Pagliman 
Hassan the most powerful native leader, 
visited Col. Wallace recently and dis- 
claimed any desire to fight. He accept- 
ed the colonel's explanation of Ameri- 
can policy and promised to be peace- 
ful. 


There has been considerable inter-tri- 


bal trouble but no demonstrations have 
occurred lately in Jolo against Ameri- 
cans. 


Gen. Davis has planned to locate a 


strong military post in the center of 
Jolo island. It is believed that this will 
insure peace. 


The "general, as representative of the 


Philippine government, will go to Jolo 
shortly and have a conference with the 
sultan. 
The government is desirous of 


abrogating the Bates treaty with 'the sul- 
tan, which h.ts proved unworkable and 
which conflicts with the American laws. 
The government also wishes to establish 
a government for the Moros and formu- 
late, a definite Moro policy. At present 
ihe military authorities exercise general 
control over the Dattos. 
The -military 


prevent the recapture of fugitive slaves 
and punish flagrant crimes, but they do 
not interfere with slavery, polygamy or 
tribal customs. The general conditions 
arc unsatisfactory and reform 
is im- 


perative.

Speaker Lcnro.it ort'.-ct this 
by appointing three strong administra- 
tion men, Messrs. Andrew, I'rear and 
Leroy as assembly members of the eon- 
ference committee. 


The assembly refused, 69 to 25, to pass 


the Waukcsha county court bill over the 
governor's veto. 


The bill permitting 
the merger of 


street railway and other 
corporations 


within and without the state was killed 
in the assembly by a decisive vote, but 
the vote was reconsidered and the bill 
sent to the committee for amendment. 


There will be no session next week, 


both houses passing a joint resolution 
for adjournment from today to Monday, 
April 1,3. 


LEGISLATIVE TROCCEDINGS. 


The assembly yesterday morning re- 


fused to grant the request of the senate 
for the return of the Crowley bill, reT. 
quiring interurban railroads to place 
toilet rooms in their cars. Tha lower 
house once voted, to return the bill, but 
it reconsidered that vote, and then post- 
poned further consideration until today. 
When the subject came up today the 
senate's request was refused by an over- 
whelming viva voce vote. On motion of 
Mr. Crowley the minor amendment made 
to the bill by the senate was concurred 
it. The bill only affects 
roads whose 


terminal points are fifteen miles or more 
apart. 


Assemblyman Karel was granted per- 


mission to withdraw his bill, prohibiting 
the use of trading stamps.- 


POLICE KILL RIOTERS 


Fire Into Body of 15,000 Mexican 


Citizens Who Desired An- 


other Governor. 


LAREDO, Tex., April 2.—A bloody 


riot occurred at Monterey, Mexico, to- 
dav. A body of 15,000 citizens gathered 
at the residence of General Bernardo 
Revs on Zaragoza plaza shouting "death 
to General Beys.'1 The mob was fired 
upon by the police, seven being killed and 
many wounded. The cause of the distur- 
bance was a desire to have another man 
for governor. 


SULTAN ACTS PROMPTLY. 


Orders Division of Troops to Scene of He- 


cent Albanian Outbreaks, 


PARIS, April 2.—The French foreign 


office has been officially advised that the 
Sultan of Turkey has ordered a division 
of troops to the scene of the recent out- 
breaks of Albanians. 


Official advices also confirm 
the re- 


ports of the wounding of the Russian 
consul at Mitrovitza during the unsuc- 
cessful attack which the Albanians made 
on that town. The attacking party num- 
bered 2,000 men, representing the clement 
opposing the plan of reforms which the 
powers jointly formulated and which Tur- 
key accepted. 
Tl-,e officials here, consid- 


ered that the Albanians opposition to the 
reforms create a serious complication 
and they accept the sultan's action in de- 
spatching Urge reinforcements to Alba- 
nia as evidence of the Turkish govern- 
ment's determination to carry out the re- 
form project. 


Another official 
dispatch 
announces 


that Russia has given Bulgaria a definite 
and emphatic notification that in cose 
the resistance of the Bulgarian settlers 
in Turkey to the sultan's reforms brings 
on a Turkish-Bulgarian conflict Bulgaria 
must not count on any iupport, moral or 
material, from Russia. This is considered 
further evidence of the purpose of the 
powers not to interfere with the iultan's 
plans so long a* he i* carrying out in 
good faith the power, projict for r»- 
forma.

Large Crowd Bids Chief Mag- 


istrate Farewell as the Train 


Leaves Station. 


DEPARTS FROM CAPITAL 


IN THE BEST OF SPIRITS 


f rain One of th? Finest Ever Run Out 


of Washington-Journey Will 


Occupy Ten Weeks-To Travel 


10,000 Miles. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—President 


Roosevelt at 0:05 o'clock this morning 
started on bis western trip under the 
most favorable auspices. As the special 
train pulled out of the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion, the president stood on the plat- 
form of his private car, tipping his hat 
and smiling in response to the enthusias- 
tic cheers of hundreds of admirers and 
personal friends. 


As early as 3 o'clock a crowd began to 


gather at the White House to witness 
the president's departure. As he enter- 
ed his carriage the men made the histor- 
ic grounds c«ho with cheers while women 
waved their handkerchiefs and many ol 
them their h.its. 


The Pennsylvania station and plat- 


forms were crowded with people anxious 
to extend to the chief magistrate their 
good wishos for a safe and successful 
journey. 
Notable precautions -were tak- 


en to insure the safety of the president. 
The police arrangements were under the 
personal supervision 
of 
Commissioner 


West 
and Chief Sylvester. Uniformed 


officers, headquarters 
detectives, plain- 


clothes men nml secret service operatives 
surrounded the president and party. He 
was joined by Secretary Hitchcock and 
they walked down the station platform 
arm in arm, the president stopping now 
and then to greet personal friends. He 
•was 
nttirod i" a black cutaway 
coat, 


dark striped trousers and wore a black 
frit hat. Re was in the best of spirits 
nud chatted enthusiastically to friends 
of the trip on which he was about to 
start. Near his private car he met Bar- 
on Speck Von Stcrnburg, the German 
minister, who had come to sec him off. 
The two had several minutes' conversa- 
tion, the president thanking the minioter 
for his thoughtfulness. 


No member of the presient's immed- 


iate 
family, except 
his sister, Mrs. 


Cowles, was at the station, Mrs. Roose- 
velt and the young children being down 
the Chesapeake Bay on the Mayflower, 
and Miss Alice 
being in Porto Rico. 


Several members of the cabinet, includ- 
ing Secretaries Cortelyou, Wilson and 
Hitchcock, were present. The president 
and Secretary Cortelyou chatted several 
minutes, the president expressing his re- 
gret that the secretary was not to ac- 
company him. Other members 
of the 


cabinet' had taken their formal leave of 
the president at the White House. 


Among other notable people who were 


nt the station to sec the president de- 
part were Assistant Secretary of State 
Loomis, Col. Theodore A. Bingham and 
Captain W. S. Cowled, respectively the 
president's military and naval aides, Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General Shall- 
bergcr and District Commissioner West. 


The train is one of the finest ever run 


out of Washington by the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
handsomely 
equipped, and 


manned by s crew of reliable men. The 
only change in the personnel of the par- 
ty as heretofore announced was that 
John McCoy went as sperial representa 
tivo of Pennsylvania instead of H. R. 
Kosrnberg. In addition to those official- 
ly designated as members of the presi- 
dent's party, three 
secret service men 


and two postoflicc inspectors accompan- 
ied the president as a personal body- 
guard. The journey as planned, will oc- 
cupy nine weeks and three days, and the 
party will travel a little more, than four 
te«n thousand mile*.

Revenue OITwrn Capture Thro* of Fifteen

JERSEY" CITY, April 1.—While Rev- 


i-nue Inspector Driscoll was on watch at 
the end of the Mar.hnsset pi«r last nigh't, 
fifteen sailors started down the plank 
from 
the Phoenix line steamship 
St. 


Nicholas, marching shoulder to shoulder, 
\vith a quantity of Sumatra tobacco con- 
•oaled in their pockets. 


Driscoli, who suspected their intention, 


called upon them to halt. Instead, the 
fifteen men nt once set upon the revenue 
officer and throwing him to the ground 
began kicking him. The noise of the 
scuffle brought two other 
government 


agents to the scene and the smugglers 
at once broke for the street. 


Then ensued a desperate struggle be- 


tweeen the revenue men and: the smug- 
glers. The former, 
seeing 
that 
they 


were greatly outnumbered drew 
their 


revolvers and poured after the escaping 
smugglers a rain of shot; which awaken- 
ed the neighborhood and drew a big 
crowd to the scene. 


On a dead run the sailors made for 


the end of the pier, with officers in fuli 
pursuit. Most of the smugglers carried 
knives, which they drew menacingly as 
they ncfired the crowd which had gath- 
ered to intercept them, dashed through 
the erowd as it gave way, all but three 
of them escaping. The prisoners were 
at once taken back to the end of the 
pier, where a search 
revealed fifteen 


pounds o( tobacco, valued at about 560 
in their 'Dockets.

days. This morning 
the material had 


not yet arrived but the supevintendcut 
is confident it will be here cither tonight 
or tomorrow.

HIS WEST!! TRIP 


Large Crowd Bids Chief Mag- 


istrate Farewell as the Train 


Leaves Station. 


DEPARTS FROM CAPITA!, 


IN THE BEST OF SPIRITS 


•Train One of th? Finest Ever Run Out 


of Washington-Journey Will 


Occupy Ten Weeks-To Travel 


10,000 Miles. 


WASHINGTON", April 1.—President 


Roosevelt at 9:05 o'clock this morning 
started on his western trip under the 
most favorable auspices. As the special 
train pulled out of the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion, the president stood on the plat- 
form of his private car, tipping his hat 
and smiling in response to the enthusias- 
tic cheers of hundreds of admirers and 
personal friends. 


As early as S o'clock a crowd began to 


gather at the White House to witness 
the president's departure. As he enter- 
ed his carriage the men made the histor- 
ic grounds echo with cheers while women 
waved their handkerchiefs and many of 
them their hats. 


The Pennsylvania station 
and 
plat- 


forms were crowded with people anxious 
to extend to the chief magistrate their 
good wishes for a safe and successful 
journey. Notable precautions were tak- 
en to insure the safety of the president. 
The police arrangements were under the 
personal supervision 
of 
Commissioner 


West 
and Chief Sylvester. Uniformed 


officers, headquarters 
detectives, plain- 


clothes men and secret service operatives 
surrounded the president and party. He 
was joined by Secretary Hitchcock and 
they walked down the station platform 
arm in arm, the president stopping now 
and then to greet personal friends. He 
was 
attired in a black cutaway coat, 


dark striped trousers and wore a black 
felt hat. Re was in the best of spirits 
and chatted enthusiastically to friends 
of the trip on which he was about to 
start. Near his private car he met Bar- 
on Speck Von Sternburg, the German 
minister, who had come to see him off. 
The two had several minutes' conversa- 
tion, the president thanking the minister 
for his thoughtfulncss. 


No member of the presient's immed- 


iate 
family, except his sister, Mrs. 


Cowles, was at the station, Mrs. Roose- 
velt and the young children being down 
the Chesapeake Bay on the Mayflower, 
and Miss Alice being in Porto Rico. 
Several members of the cabinet, includ- 
ing Secretaries Cortelyou, Wilson and 
Hitchcock, were present. The president 
and Secretary Cortelyou chatted several 
minutes^ the president expressing his re- 
gret that the secretary was not to ac- 
company him. Other members 
of 
the 


cabinet had taken their formal leave of 
the preaident at the White House. 


Among other notable people who were 


at the station to see the president de- 
part were Assistant Secretary of State 
Loomis, Col. Theodore A. Eingham and 
Captain W. S. Cowles, respectively the 
president's military and naval aide?, Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster General Shall- 
berger and District Commissioner West. 


The train is one of the finest ever run 


out of Washington by the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
handsomely 
equipped, and 


manned by a crew of reliable men. The 
only change in the personnel of the par- 
ty as heretofore announced was that 
John McCoy went as special representa- 
tive of Pennsylvania instead of H. R. 
Rosenberg. 
In addition to. those official- 


ly designated as members of the presi- 
dent's party, three 
secret service men 


and two postoffice inspectors accompan- 
ied the president as a personal body- 
guard. The journey as planned, will oc 
cupy nine weeks and three days, and the 
party will travel a little more than four- 
teen thousand miles. 


HOT FIGHT WITH SMUGGLERS 


Revenue Officers Capture Three of Fifteen 


Sailors Who Had Tobacco In Their 


Pockets. 


JERSEY CITY, April 1.—While Rev- 


enue Inspector Driscoll was on watch at 
the end of the Manhasset pier last night, 
fifteen sailors started down the plank 
from 
the Phoenix line steamship St. 


Nicholas, marching shoulder to shoulder, 
ivith a quantity of Sumatra tobacco con- 
cealed in their pockets. 


Driscoll, who suspected their intention, 


called upon them to halt. Instead, the 
fifteen men at once set upon the revenue 
officer and throwing him to the ground 
•>egan kicking him. The noise of the 
scuffle brought two other 
government 


agents to the scene and the smugglers 
at once broke for the street. 


Then ensued a desperate struggle be- 


tweeen the revenue men and: the smug- 
glers. The former, seeing that 
they 


were greatly outnumbered drew 
their 


revolvers and poured after the escaping 
smugglers a rain of shots which awaken- 
ed the neighborhood and drew a big 
crowd to the scene. 


On a dead run the sailors made for 


the end of the pier, with officers in fuli 
pursuit. Most of the smugglers carried 
knives, which they drew menacingly as 
they nenred the crowd which had gath- 
ered to intercept them, dashed through 
the crowd as it gave way, all but three 
of them escaping. The prisoners were 
at once taken back to the end of the 
pier, where a search 
revealed fifteen 


pounds of tobacco, valued at about $60 
in their pockets.

It was a case of a wonderful fighting 


machine going up against a machine not 
only as wonderful, but endowed with 
>rains. Corbett's ring generalship and 
Terry's nasty temper won and lost the 
fight.

)lindly in, smashing by instinct, striking 
ow at times, and frequently holding un- 
til the referee tore ;-him away by main 
'orce. He was repeatedly hooted at -the 
end 'of the -rounds.

CORBETT FOUGHT CLEAN. 


Corbett,, on the'other hand, fought 


mainly a clean battle. When McGovern 
managed to get control of his temper he 
bought well. 


In the fourth and fifth it looked for a 


time as though he might recover the 
championship. Again in the eighth and 
ninth he rallied and rained blows on the 
champion in his old time form, and in 
the latter round got Corbett with a blow 
in the body which might have settled a 
weaker and less experienced man. But 
Cofbett's generalship got him out of the 
hole.

In the end McGbvern~roared at the de- 


cision, claiming that he was not out, 
but was waiting for the count ind was 
counted out in nine, seconds by Referee 
Graney. It looked like a baseless claim 
to those at the ringside, for McGovern 
sat with a dazed look until Corbett went 
to bis corner, and he staggered as he left 
the ring. 


At the count of ten McGovern started 


to rise, but it was too late, and the ref- 
eree awarded the fight to "Young Cor- 
bett." Harding 
said 
that McGovern 


ras completely out and that it was a 
mercy to him that he was unable to get 
up. 


CALLED IT AN OUTRAGE. 


The men in McGovern's corner said 


that the decision was an outrage. 
They 


said McGovern had been instructed to 
fight cautiously, and when he was knock- 
ed down he was to take the full count 
and that McGovern obeyed his instruc- 
tions. They insist that, at the count of 
ten he was on his feet and although 
dazed, knew what he was doing. They 
also say that he had plenty of fight in 
him and would have lasted the rest of 
the round. 


Harding's position in counting McGov- 


ern out was sustained by ''Chalky" Rob- 
erts, another timekeeper. Paddy Sulli- 
van, the third timekeeper, was much in 
favor of McGovern, and contened that 
the count as accepted by the referee was 
wrong. 


CORBETT TALKS OF FIGHT. 


Graney's decisions seemed to meet with 
the approval of the spectators, as Mc- 
Govern was apparently thoroughly beat- 
en. 


"It -was my -way of -winning the fight," 


said Corbett after the battle. "I fought 
cautiously in every round and felt Mc- 
Govern -weakening toward the end of the 
contest. I caught him with a left to the 
jaw and sent him back against the ropes. 
He dropped his hands to his side, which 
was a sure signal to me that I had won 
the contest. I went for him, put rights 
and lefts to his head and jaw, and was 
forced to fight myself free in the clinch. 


"The final blow was a right uppercut 


to the jaw that put McGovern to the 
floor for the full count. Even had he 
been able to regai nhis feet before the 
count of ten f would have had him out, 
as he was absolutely unable to defend 
himself.

fused or discouraged. And to say that 
I won the fight unfairly is a great injus- 
tice to me.

The movement look-iug towards giving 


the rights o! suffrage to all women who 
pav 'taxes is regarded in some quarters 
as' the beginning of an attempt to con- 
stitute n sort of aristocracy in this coun- 
try permitted by the law.
